Comanche 
County 
suffered 
a 
loss 
of 
approximately 
$50,000 
when the fruit chop was damag­ 
ed or ruined by the cold weather 
according 
to 
conservative 
esti­ 
mates. 
Grapes and betries, two oftne 
county’s most remunerative crops 
were not far enough 
advanced 
to be hurt according to farmers 
who also state that he freeze 
was not thought to be so severe 
as to injure the pecan prospects. 
The peach cron, which has be­ 
come quite a source of revenue 
within 
the 
last 
few 
years, 
is 
believed to have been damaged 
as much as it was last year, 
which 
came 
as 
near 
being 
a 
total failure as anv crop on re­ 
cord. old-timers state. 
The hardest freeze this season 
was registered Wednesday morn­ 
ing when the thermometer drop­ 
ped to 21 degrees and left fruit 
growers of the Comanche section 
with little hopes for a crop. The 
temperature was the lowest since 
March 27. 1931 when it is said 
to have dropped to 
19. killing 
what 
fruit 
remained 
alive 
at 
that time. 
Although clouds and wind had 
kent away anv frost up to Thurs­ 
day morning, it was certain that 
damage was 
considerable 
with 
most farmers holding the belief 
that the fruit is nearly a total 
loss nlthongh the extent of the 
damage will not be fully known 
until there is a day or two of 
sunshine under whirit the buds 
and blooms will react. 
The general opinion among or- 
chnrdists. is that the fru:t which 
was in bloom is gone. Some of 
the trees bad not completed the 
process of blooming and on these 
trees it is hoped that later blooms 
will develop a small cron.

"We took our motto from the words of the Lord, ‘Inasmuch 
as ye have done it unto one of the least of these my brethren, ye 
have done it unto me.’ In that spirit we regard them not as tramps 
but as brothers of our Lord, Brothers Christopher."

The 
long night of rest fits the stomach for a good, tonic breakfast 
again. These simple suggestions may be helpful to other work­ 
ers who are not "sick," but simply functioning wrong.
